Farm Bureau 
OKs Big Deal 


Ohio Group Ready 
To Buy Food Chain 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Members of the Ohio Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation have given swift 
approval to a plan that could 
put America’s farmers in the 
supermarket business. 
They approved Wednesday at 
the close of their 46th annual 
convention a study on the pro­ 
posed purchase cf “one or more 
supermarket chains’’ to give 
farmers more “ muscle” in the 
market place. 
Federation leaders estimated 
that about $400 million would be 
needed for such a purchase. The 
money would be raised by sell­ 
ing stock to member-farmers in 
Ohio and other states in the 
American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation, and by selling debenture 
bonds. 
The matter is expected to be 
taken up next month ct the na­ 
tional organization's 
Philadci- 
delphis convention. It was esti­ 
mated by D. R. Stanfield, exec­ 
utive 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
Ohio group, that up to IO states 
might be included in the ven­ 
ture. 
The proposal was included in 
the federation’s policy commit­ 
tee report which said in part 
that farmers should be allowed 
“to attain their rightful role as 
decision makers in the food dis­ 
tribution system of the future.” 
Wendell Weller of 
Urbana, 
president of the federation, em­ 
phasized that the vote was not 
the final d e c i s i o n but was 
“simply to give our trustees 
room to move ahead.” 
“No deals have been made,” 
Weller told the convention’s 254 
voting delegates. 
The written proposal did not 
mention a supermarket chain by 
name but four were mentioned 
previously 
as 
possibilities — 
Kroger, A A P , Safeway, and 
American. 
The board of trustees of the 
federation reelected all offi­ 
cers.

dared the mistrial at the state’s 
request on grounds that two 
character witnesses for the 55- 
year-old Indianapolis handyman 
were related to members of the 
jury.

A juror, Jack Butler, said the 
jury had decided on an inno­ 
cent verdict. 
Judge Mitchell said the case 
would be heard again next June.

Long is a sister of juror Robert 
Jackson, and Lester Brown is a 
brother-in-law to Juror Eula 
Copass. 
The case presented to the all­ 
male jury in the three-day trial 
was based on the work of Wel­ 
by Lee, 51, Tompkinsville, Ky., 
son of Newt Lee, 64, who was 
struck down by a car Dec. 31, 
1944. 
Jones denied he was in Ten­ 
nessee when the elder Lee was 
killed. He had denied his guilt 
in three earlier meetings with 
the son, who confronted nim 
with his case before presenting 
it to a grand jury. 
“I told him I didn’t do it. I 
didn’t have a car. In fact we 
didn’t have enough money to 
buy clothes for the kids ti go to 
school.” 
Jones said he was not even in 
Tennessee the day the elder Lee 
was run down by a car while 
crossing the road in front of his 
house. 
Isa bell Hatcher, 46, a sister of 
Jones’ ex-wife, testified earlier 
she had heard Jones tell her 
late mother he “guessed” he hit 
Newt Lee. 
Welby Lee, who vowed the 
night his father died he would 
find the killer, sat across the 
courtroom 
from Jones.

gathered 153 pages of evidence 
against the handyman after a 
relentless hunt in which he in­ 
vestigated 18 other men.

Dragon went 
sightseeing unmolested in Sase­ 
bo today shortly after Japanese 
riot police broke up a leftist sit- 
down protest that fell far short 
of its organizers’ estimates. 
The only violence was a grap­ 
pling match between some 200 
leftist students and police who 
dispersed the sitdown attempt. 
No incidents involving Ameri­ 
cans were reported. 
Police maintained a strong 
guard at the U.S. Navy base in 
the 
southern 
Japanese 
port. 
They were uncertain whether 
the 
demonstrators 
had with­ 
drawn to regroup or had aban­ 
doned their protest because they 
failed to draw the 10,000 to 15,- 
000 persons their leaders had 
predicted. 
The Sea Dragon, first nuclear- 
powered 
warship t o visit the 
only nation ever atom-bombed, 
arrived 
this 
morning 
for 
a 
three-day recreational visit. The 
Japanese government admitted 
the sub only after extensive 
tests to make certain that it 
brought no danger of radioac­ 
tive contamination. 
The visit brought strong reac 
tion from opponents of the con' 
servative government. 
Public 
demonstrations, however, have 
been minor compared to those 
that swept the country when the 
government concluded the U.S.- 
Japan security treaty in 1960. 
As the Sea Dragon ...oved to 
its mooring buoy, about 2,000 
demonstrators marched to the 
U.S. Navy base in a cold drizzle 
and milled around in front of its 
gates. They pulled back at noon 
for lunch, then came back for 
an afternoon sitdown demon 
stratum. 
About 200 members of the ul

Gov. Rhodes' 
No-New-Tax 


Claim Rapped 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
State Democratic Chairman Wil­ 
liam L. Coleman has lashed out 
against a proposal by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes calling for a 
new $275 million bond issue. 
The governor’s proposal was 
presented to the special session 
of the legislature Tuesday. The 
money from the issue would go 
for capital improvements. 
“We’ve got to stop mortgag 
ing our future,” Coleman said 
Wednesday, 
Rhodes and his aides say the 
issue could be financed without 
any new taxes, retiring the 
bonds from revenues within the 
present tax structure. 
But Coleman rejected the “no 
new taxes” theory saying “if 
this thing passes this would 
mean more than a billion dol­ 
lars in new taxes that this ad­ 
ministration has passed on to 
the taxpayers of Ohio, principal­ 
ly the future generations.” 
Coleman added: 
“A state as rich as Ohio can 
pay their obligations as it goes 
instead of mortgaging their en­ 
tire future. 
“Here is an administration 
that claims no new taxes, yet 
they will have enacted a billion 
dollars of new taxes, and I think 
that history will prove this ad­ 
ministration to be the most ex- 
travagent of all.” 
Ohio voters last November ap­ 
proved a $250 million capital im­ 
provement issue and one for $500 
million for highways last May. 
The first is financed by a pen­ 
ny of the five 
cent per pack 
cigarette tax, and the second by 
a penny of the gasoline tax plus 
axle-mUe taxes on trucks. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A r)— Con­ 
gressional redistricting emains 
as the House’s problem but the 
workload—in terms of number 
of bills to consider—switches to 
the Senate when state lawmak­ 
ers return Monday. 
Both houses adjourned Wednes­ 
day. 
In three days of floor sessions 
since this special session start­ 
ed Monday, 18 bills have been 
introduced in the House. Twelve 
have been passed and sent along 
to the Senate. 
Senators have acted on only 
one of the 12, an emergency 
measure dealing with advance- 
dated state checks bearing the 
signature of State Auditor Roger 
W. Tracy, who died Monday. 
Additionally, 
senate, j 
have 
yet to act on six bills introduced 
in their own chambe . They 
have adopted three of five resol­ 
utions offered in the Senate. 
Two, dealing with adjournment 
Wednesday 
and honoring the 
late Sen. Gordon G. Renner, 
also were adopted by the House. 
The other dealt with appoint­ 
ment of Renner’s 
successor, 
Michael J. Maloney of Cincin­ 
nati. 
In its only other action Wed­ 
nesday, the Senate saw intro- 
dued two resolutions calling for 
constitutional amendments which 
would be submitted to voters at 
the primary election next May. 
One results from a unanimous 
state Supreme Court decision 
last March 18. It declared un­ 
constitutional 
a 
program 
of 
loans to attract or expand in­ 
dustry for Ohio. 
A law, enacted by this legis­ 
lature in 1963 at Gov. James 
A. Rhodes’ bidding, created a 
seven-member Development Fi­ 
nancing nom mission. 
It was authorized to issue 
revenue bonds to make mort­ 
gage loans for new or expand­ 
ing plants, and had approved 
loans to nine firms totaling al­ 
most $6.8 million. Then came 
the court’s decision in a test 
suit filed by Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe, saying it violated the 
constitutional ban against loan­ 
ing the state’s credit to aid pri­ 
vate interests. 
Approval of the constitutional 
amendment by legislators and 
voters presumably would clear 
the way again.

$2 Billion Tax 
Cut Seen Coming 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP)* 
— 
President 
Johnson 
has 
decided to recommend a 1965 
excise tax cut that may ap­ 
proach 
$2 
billion. 
It 
would 
stretch the spending money of 
almost every citizen in the land. 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury 
Douglas Dillon, 
an overnight 
guest at the LBJ Ranch near 
here, reported late Wednesday 
that Johnson had just agreed to 
a basic decision, first of all, to 
abolish all $550 million of excise 
taxes added to the retail price 
of cosmetics and toilet goods, 
jewelry, furs, luggage and pock­ 
etbooks. 
These war-born taxes boost 
purchase prices by IO per cent. 
In addition, Dillon told a news 
conference, 
Johnson, will ask 
Congress in January to repeal 
or reduce still other excise tax 
es that would add “a good bit 
more” to the total size of the 
proposed tax cut. 
Dillon said the maximum pos­ 
sible tax saving would be $4 bil 
lion. And he emphasized that 
such a figure was sure to prove 
too high. 
At another point, he spoke of 
possible action on 65 to 70 differ­ 
ent excise levies that net Uncle 
Sam nearly $2 billion a year. 
Most experts believed the to­ 
tal tax cut to be recommended 
by Johnson — and this decision 
still was up in the air — would 
amount to somewhere between 
$1 billion and $2 billion. 
Dillon said a final presidential 
decision would be delayed pend­ 


ing a last-minute reading of the 
economic outlook and possible 
inflationary influences. 
Dillon said he thought “this 
would be a rather easy bill to 
pass” in Congress and he ex­ 
pected the proposed tax cuts to 
take effect next July I. 
Dillon, who talked to news­ 
men at the White House press 
center in Austin, 65 miles east 
of here, said repeal of all ex­ 
cises on retail sales — Johnson 
“agreed that was the minimum 
of what we should do” — would 
save shopkeepers a lot of book 
keeping. 
Dillon wouldn’t commit the 
administration on specific man­ 
ufacturing excises — collected 
from manufacturers and passed 
on to consumers — that might 
be repealed or cut.

Red China’* team in Moscow 
seems to have the new Soviet 
regime over a barrel in the 
struggle over 
what direction 
world communism will take. 
Premier Chou En-lai and his 
delegation forced a concession 
from the Kremlin in return for 
truce in the dispute. From its 
strong bargaining position, Red 
China appears to have forced 
the Kremlin to back away from 
its plans for a December meet­ 
ing of international Communist 
leaders to prepare for a world 
meeting.

early next year. But in the long 
run, this concession means lit­ 
tle. 
The talks this week accom­ 
plished little beyond temporari­ 
ly halting the barrage and coun­ 
terbarrage of villification which 
flew between Moscow and Pek­ 
ing 
in 
Nikita 
Khrushchev*! 
time. This cease-fire now may 
last into 1965, or at least keep 
the battle in a minor key. 
But up to now the new Soviet 
leadership under Leonid L Bre­ 
zhnev as Communist party first 
secretary and Alexei N. Kosygin 
as premier seems to have failed 
in an important respect to meet 
the Chinese price for anythng 
approaching a real peaca. 


While talks went on in Mos­ 
cow, Peking’s propaganda laid 
down peace conditions in no un­ 
certain terms. The conditions 
are harsh and probably never 
can be met by the Russians. 
The Peking People’s Daily, 
tho voice of the Chinese party, 
warned that the Soviet Union, if 
it wanted to restore unity, would 
have to support violent revolu­ 
tion everywhere, regardless of 
risk. 
The Communist world, k said, 
is “duty bound to support ac­ 
tively tho revolutionary struggle 
of all oppressed people and na­ 
tions.” 
The 
Chinese 
make 
these 
points; 
The Soviet Unto* mutt refrain 


from dictating to other parties. 
The People’s Daily said unity 
depends upon disappearance of 
“great nation chauvinism.” 
Moscow must treat Peking as 
equal. 
Above all, Moscow must turn 
more aggressive in the interna- 
tonal arena, must agree that 
the United States the main ene­ 
my, ana must agree to zero in 
on the Americans. 
Such a policy would frighten 
not only the Soviet public, but 
all Europe — including Eu­ 
rope’s Communists, because a 
harsh policy would once again 
unite the Western world as it 
did when Stalin was at his moat 
threatening.

Ever wonder why the boss is 
unreasonable sometimes in the 
morning?

Dr. Francis J. Braceland of 
Hartford, Conn., former psychi­ 
atrist in chief in the U.S. sur­ 
geons general’s office, says the 
executive can’t check his per­

The boss with poor human 
relations, said Dr. Braceland,

around him.” 
This results in high labor 
turnover sometimes, he added, 
pointing out that “from 60 to 80 
per cent of all dismissals in in­ 
dustry are due to social incom­ 
petence rather than industrial 
failure.”

Parents File $150,000 Suit 
Concerning Death of Son

a $150,000 lawsuit filed in Pick­ 
away County Common P l e a s 
Court by a Williamsport area 
man. 
Charles Stonerock, Route 2, 
Williamsport, is the plaintiff, 
acting as the administrator of 
the estate of Thomas E. Stone- 
rock.

Stonerock and his wife, El- 
dene, are seeking $75,000 each 
by reason of the death of their 
son, Thomas, who died Dec. 24, 
1963. They contend the death 
was the result of injuries caused 
by certain alleged acts of negli­ 
gence by Berger Hospital em­ 
ployes. 
The plaintiff’s petition states 
that his wife, Eldene, was taken 
to Berger Hospital on Nov. ll, 
1962, in a “very advanced stage 
of labor.” Only after the form­ 
al completion of paper work 
“with an unreasonable delay” 
was an attempt made to notify 
the attending physician.

AFTER failing to get the phy­ 
sician to the hospital, the peti­ 
tion 
continued the registered 
nurse (the only one on duty at 
the time according to the plain­ 
tiff) took Mrs. Stonerock to the 
delivery room and in the “pres­ 
ence of and with the sole assis­ 
tance of the registered nurse, 
the plaintiff’s son was born.” 
In delivering the baby, the 
plaintiff says, the nurse dropped 
the child to the floor causing in­ 
juries to the tissues and blood 
vessels of the brain, including 
an 
intercranial 
hemorrhage, 
with convulsions and spasticity. 
The baby also suffered brain 
and chest injuries, rib fractures 
and damage to the respiratory 
aystem, the suit alleged. 
The Stonerock baby required 
constant medical care and at­ 
tention and suffered consider­ 
able pain until his death on Dec. 
24, 1963, the

On the financial front, Mid- 
dendorf and other GOP officials 
make no secret of the fact that 
many traditionally Republican 
purses snapped shut following 
the nomination of Sen.

Despite the continued efforts 
of a professional rainmaker, 
only .07 of an inch of drizzly 
rain has fallen on this drought- 
stricken

Dr. Wallace E. Howell, head 
of W. E. Howell Associates of 
Lexington, which has been hired 
by Fitchburg-area industrialists 
to make rain over the parched 
area, had four silver iodide gen­ 
erators in operation Wednesday. 
He said, however, he wasn’t 
sure it would not have rained 
without his efforts. 
Howell uses a propane fuel 
tank with a small generator. By 
burning a piece of twine im­ 
pregnated with silver iodide, the 
machinery produces a volume 
of colorless smoke which rises 
into the natural clouds. There 
the iodide crystals serve as 
seeds on which snowflakes form 
and produce rain when they 
reach lower levels. 
But Howell said mile-deep 
clouds are needed for moisture 
enough to make a worth-while 
amount of rain, and there ha­ 
ven’t been clouds of that density 
in the past few days. 
Howell is being paid $9,000 by 
a group of manufacturers for 
his efforts. He plans to continue 
seeding clouds that are likely to 
produce rain until told to stop 
by his employers. 
Howell said he had seeded 
clouds near Calais, Maine, for 
the St. Croix Paper Co. several 
weeks ago and that a substan­ 
tial amount of rain had fallen 
over the area. 
The last appreciable rainfall 
in central Massachusetts was 
last April 23. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Two 
Democratic members of the 
Cuyahoga County Board of Elec­ 
tions h a v e been dismissed and 
a Republican member has re­ 
signed in the wake of a series 
of investigations into election ir­ 
regularities. 
The dismissals wert made 
Wednesday night by Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown, Ohio’s 
chief e l e c t i o n official, who 
charged the two Democratic 
members with malfeasance, non 
feasance and misfeasance in of­ 
fice. 
Fired were Dan W. Duffy, 
senior member of the board, 
and Ray T. M i l l e r , former 
county Democratic chairman. 
The dismissals were made by 
letters mailed Wednesday night 
An aide of Brown’s, Ray How­ 
ard, said Brown “p r o b a b l y 
would have” mailed a dismiss* 
letter to A. L. De Maioribus 
present county Republican chair 
man and one of the two GOP 
members on the board, but De- 
Maioribus had already announc 
ed his resignation to a Brown 
aide in Cleveland. 
Howard said the dismissals 
steam f r o m numerous irregu­ 
larities turned up by a series 
of investigations into the con­ 
duct of the board made since 
the May 3 primary. 
He said these irregularities in­ 
cluded “ward-hopping” and a 
batch of missing Nov. 3 ballots 
at first believed stolen which 
later were discovered never to 
have been printed. 
In his letters to Duffy and 
Miller, Brown said that public 
confidence in the board had 
been “seriously impaired” and 
that his investigation into the 
board’s conduct showed “a sub­ 
stantial failure to carry out” 
the board’s functions in accord­ 
ance with the law. 
The fourth member of the 
board, Republican Saul G. Still­ 
man, is being retained, Howard 
said, because he has been on 
the board less than a year and 
Brown does not believe he was 
responsible for the irregulari­ 
ties. 
In Cleveland, Duffy charged 
that Brown has caused the lack 
of confidence in the board by 
“taking complaints of people, 
usually candidates defeated for 
office, giving them to his in­ 
vestigators who then confront us 
with them without our having 
any previous knowledge.” 
Duffy, Miller and De Mairoi- 
bus will be replaced on the 
board after Brown approves 
recommendations for successors 
made by the county Republican 
and Democratic parties.

Negro Growth 


To Dominate 
In Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (AP)—George 
Schermer, a consultant on Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s Committee on 
Equal Opportunity in Housing, 
says Cincinnati will have a pre­ 
dominately Negro population by 
1970. 
Schermer said the city’s Ne­ 
gro population is growing by at 
least 900 family unit* a year. 
He issued the report Tuesday 
in a “ background paper” which 
will be used as a text for a 
Greater Cincinnati Conference 
on Equal Opportunity in Hous­ 
ing to be sponsored by the Pres­ 
ident’s committee next Wednes­ 
day. 
The conference will be the 
second one held, and about 500 
persons directly involved in the 
l o c a l housing situation have 
been invited. The first con­ 
ference was held recently in 
Boston, w h e r e racial housing 
patterns are described as simi­ 
lar to those of Cincinnati. 
Schermer, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
says his prediction is based upon 
current trends and that 90 per 
cent of G r e a t e r Cincinnati’s 
nonwhite population will be con. 
centrated in the central city and 
66 per cent of the white popula­ 
tion will be established in the 
suburbs. 
“Unless present trends are 
reversed continued physical de­ 
cay deepening racial alienation 
and pyramiding public expense 
are inevitable,” Schemer said.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP)—The 
fiancee of 21-year-old Robert R. 
Abbott, who faces a murder 
charge in Ohio in the trunk slay­ 
ing of Wanda Cook, will appear 
at an extradition hearing for 
Abbott today. 
Miss Alice Ewing, 22, Fort 
Thomas, Ky., who told police 
she helped Abbott t a k e Miss 
Cook’s body from a Cincinnati 
hotel, may be needed to prove 
that Abbott was in Ohio on the 
day of the killing, Ohio authori­ 
ties said. 
Abbott, who has been indicted 
on a murder charge by the Jam* 
ilton County, Ohio, grand jury 
apparently will not be present 
for the hearing.

W. W. Stover, secretary of 
College of Education at Ohio 
State University, spoke to Lo­ 
gan Elm college-bound students 
on Nov. 4 in the LE cafeteria. 
After Dr. Joseph Horst, Logan 
Elm’s guidance counselor, intro­ 
duced the speaker, Mr. Stover 
explained that in this day and 
age a college education is most 
important.

The World Today

apparent slip of the tongue by 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
M cNam ara shows how difficult 
it is to m aintain an official line 
at all tim es when the realities 
clash with that line. 
“ We have no plans at present 
to send further combat units to 
South Viet N am ,” M cNamara 
told newsm en in Texas after 
conferring with President John­ 
son about the budget and other 
m atters. 
It was M cN am ara’s use of the 
word 
“ further” 
that 
brought 
reporters up short. That word 
suggests the United States al­ 
ready has com bat units in South 
Viet Nam. 
The official transcript of Mc­ 
N am ara’s 
com ments 
Tuesday 
did not include the word “ fur­ 
ther.” Newsmen who heard the 
word at the tim e and checked 
on the deletion said the omission 
appeared to be inadvertent. A 
tape recording shows that the 
word was used. 
N either M cNam ara nor any 
other responsible U.S. official 


ever has said that any of the 20,- 
000 or so American 
m ilitary 
men in South Viet Nam are 
there to fight. 
The official position — from 
which M cNam ara never before 
has deviated — holds that the 
considerable 
American 
force 
has the mission of advising and 
helping the South Vietnamese to 
fight for their own independence 
and freedom. 
M cNamara gave a succinct 
sum m ation of the U.S. policy 
line last Sept. 30 during a televi­ 
sion interview. 
“ It’s their w ar; they m ust win 
it. They must fight it, and only 
they can win it,” M cNam ara 
said.

'Unsalty' Ham 
Is Introduced 


Development Said 
For Heart Patients 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Three professors who say they 
have 
developed 
an 
“ unsalty” 
ham for heart patients have 
tried their product on 200 doc­ 
tors and the verdict is almost 
manlmous: 
“ Beautiful and very tender,” 
said 
one 
physician. 
“ Delici­ 
ous,” 
said 
another, 
noting 
it 
looked “like a Christm as ham .” 
Another, going back for sec­ 
onds, declared: “A person not 
used to salt would think this 
ham was delicious.” 
The new ham , developed by 
the Ohio State University fac­ 
ulty m em bers in a m atter of 
months, was served as a sur­ 
prise appetizer at a Medical So­ 
ciety dinner meeting Tuesday 
night. 
Another staff m em ber, who 
had tasted the ham previously, 
said the de salting process was 
‘quite sim ple” and economical. 
No details were given because 
the process is in the hands of a 
university 
committee 
seeking 
patent rights. 
The professors also reported 
they have developed a low sodi­ 
um-content bacon, described as 
“ delicious and beautiful in the 
skillet.” 
One of the developers, 
Dr. 
Lawrence E. Kunkle, professor 
of anim al science, carved the 
bits of ham for Tuesday night’s 
guests. 
The other m em bers of the 
team are Dr. Herbert W. Ocker- 
man, assistant professor of ani­ 
m al science and Dr. John P. 
Casbergue, assistant professor in 
the departm ent of preventive 
medicine. 
Casbergue told the doctors: 
“ This ham which you have 
eaten has less than l-25th of the 
am ount of sodium (salt) norm al­ 
ly found in ham. 
“ Many persons on low-sodium 
restriction 
long 
for 
ham 
or 
bacon, which are normally 
ta ­ 
boo. Too often on these diets the 
patient ends up getting proper 
nutrition but loses interest in 
foods they once enjoyed.” 
Casbergue said doctors fre­ 
quently prescribe restricted salt 
diets for heart patients without 
giving much thought to “ palat­ 
ability and enjoym ent.” 
He said, “ We took this prob­ 
lem to Professor Kunkle and 
Professor Ockerman, and they 
solved the problem. The results 
you are sampling tonight.” 


Case Claims Costs Concealed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Clifford P. Case says that the 
new House Office Building now 
nearing completion is a monu­ 
ment to the peculiar way Con-i 
gress handles its internal af­ 
fairs. 
The New Jersey Republican 
said 
the 
secrecy 
which 
has 
shrouded facts and figures for 
construction of the building has 
thw arted even m em bers of Con­ 
gress from finding out more 
about the project. 
He again called for fuller pub­ 
lic disclosure of governmental 
activities and expressed hope 
the new Congress will adopt leg­ 
islation to require m em bers to 


disclose 
their 
financial 
inter­ 
ests. 
“ The principle of public dis­ 
closure is central to the effec­ 
tive workings of our political 
system ,” Case said in a letter to 
constituents. 
Case said the new House Of­ 
fice Building — named in honor 
of the late Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn—began in 1955 with a $2- 
million appropriation and is ex 
pected to cost more than $95 
million when the final figures 
are in. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, he said, began a review of 
the project only after a reluc­ 
tant House leadership was una­ 


ble to prevent a roll-call vote on 
the question. 
Case noted that this is a new 
role for the accounting office 
which, as a creation of Con­ 
gress, acts as financial watch­ 
dog over the executive branch. 
Its review, Case said, is rec­ 
ognition of the legitimate de­ 
mand for fuller public inform a­ 
tion about congressional activi­ 
ties. 
Case and other senators intro­ 
duced puWic-disclosure bills in 


the past several Congresses but 
none of them passed. 
Case said, however, that they 
were discussed seriously in the 
Senate this year for the first 
time. “ I hope that in the next 
Congress legislation can at last 
be enacted,” he added.

Cancer Is Fatal 
To Hutchinson 


BRADENTON, Fia. (AP) — 
Fred Hutchinson, former man­ 
ager of the Cincinnati Reds 
whose baseball career was end­ 
ed abruptly by chest cancer, 
died early today in a hospital. 
The 
45-year-old Hutchinson, 
showing 
some 
improvement, 
was allowed to go to his home 
on nearby Anna Maria Island 
last Saturday. But his condition 
deteriorated rapidly and he was 
returned to the hospital in an 
ambulance Tuesday. 
With his health failing fast, he 
had stepped down Oct. 19 as 
manager of the Reds. The job 
went to Dick Sisler, who be­ 
came 
acting 
manager when 
Hutchinson went on sick leave 
Aug. 13. 
Hutchinson, baseball’s Man­ 
ager of the Year in 1957 for his 
second-place finish with the St. 
Louis Cardinals and again in 
1961 for a pennant winner at 
Cincinnati, felt the first pain of 
his illness last Christmas. 
Hospital tests confirmed the 
presence of a malignant tumor, 
but he continued to direct the 
Reds until illness farced him to 
quit. 
Hutchinson, sometimes called 
The Bear because of an explo 
sive temper, flew to Seattle last 
Dec. 24 for a two-month series 
of 
hospital 
treatments 
after 
learning of the malignancy. 
He reported at Tampa, Fla., 
Feb. 29 for the opening of the 
Reds’ spring training camp, but 
by July he was forced to pass 
up road trips to Milwaukee and 
St. Louis and enter a hospital in 
Cincinnati. 
He took another leave Aug. 13 
to enter Christ Hospital in Cin­ 
cinnati and never returned to 
his job. 
Before becoming a manager 
Hutchinson was a successful 
pitcher in the minors and with 
the Detroit Tigers. His major 
'league record of 99 wins, 71 
losses, might have been better 
iiad he not missed four seasons 
1942 through 1945, in military 
service. 
As a manager, Hutchinson 
was 
sometimes 
rough 
anc 
tough, sometimes cod and pa 
tient. 
When his temper flared, he 
took it out on the furniture in his 
clubhouse office, not the play 
ers. 
After losing a game he be 
ieved he should have won, he 
would often stride into his of 
flee, slam the door and start 
throwing the furniture 
4 
Sometimes, windows were bro­ 
ken. 
When the storm broke, he 
would shower, shave, dress and 
step out, calm and smiling.

Later, he would get together 
with offending players, one at a 
time, for a private discussion of 
their faults. Because he never 
exposed one to public embar­ 
rassment, all his players liked 
him. 
Hutchinson, a native of Seat­ 
tle, won 25 games for Seattle of 
the Pacific Coast League in his 
first year as a pitcher and was 
named Minor League Player of 
the Year by The Sporting News. 
His best pitching years at De­ 
troit were 1949, when he was 15* 
7, and 1950, when he was 17-8. 
On July 2, 1952, he replaced 
Red Rolfe as manager of the 
Tigers. In the next two years, 
his teams finished sixth and 
fifth and it was back to the mi­ 
nors in 1955 as manager of Seat­ 
tle. 
Seattle won the pennant that 
year and from 1956 into the 1958 
season he managed the Cardi­ 
nals. They finished fourth in 
1956 and second ia 1957. Once 
again, he went back to Seattle 
in 1959, but he moved to the 
Reds on July 9. 
A sixth-place finish in 1960 
was followed by a pennant in 
1961, although the Reds lost to 
the New York Yankees in a five- 
game World Series. The Reds 
were a close third in 1962 and 
fifth in 1963. 
Hutchinson was married in 
1943 to Patricia Finley. They 
have four children — Rick, 20; 
Jack, 19; Patty, 16, and Joe, 9.
